TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


The trustees of the Public Library, in presenting 
this their fitth annual report to the town, still desire 
to call the attention of the voters of the town to the 
ever increasing value of this institution, as a means 
of education. As we are acquiring from time to time, 
valuable books of reference, and works treating upon 
especial subjects, it is observed that these books are 
increasingly consulted for information which cannot 
be readily obtained elsewhere. There has been at 
the same time, however, no lessening of interest on the 
part of those who read simply for present enjoyment. 
We would again call attention to the desirability of 
in some manner providing that the reading rooms 
may be opened evenings and supplied with such mag- 
azines, newspapers and other accessories as would 
render them of practical benefit. We have purchased 
during the year, books to the extent of $224, and 
there has also been a number of volumes donated, 
There still remains for the completion of the library 
building the same matters to which we have alluded 
in our previous reports; the outside wood work will 
require painting at no very distant day.

REPORT OF 


THE BOARD OF “HEALTH. 


GENTLEMEN.—We herewith render our report for 
the year 1796-7. 7 


There has been no epidemic of contagious disease 
during the year past, and no cases of sickness attributa- 
ble to unsanitary conditions. Citizens. and property 
owners have uniformly responded promptly and in a 
satisfactory manner to ali our requirements. We desire 
to call attention to a common practice of such as own 
or occupy buildings upon the bank of the river, viz.: 
That of depositing all sorts of waste, including gar- 
bage and refuse from water closets, upon the ice in the 
rear of their said premises. These deposits are un- 
sightly, to say the least, and with a little care can be 
almost entirely avoided. All wood, paper waste and 
garbage should find its way to the stove or furnace, 
and water closet refuse should have its frequent dress- 
ing of ashes, sand or sawdust. Such public sewers 
or street drains as we have should receive proper 
supervision and “care, both to preserve them from 
destruction and maintain their usefulness. At present 
they seem to belong (for this care and preservation ) 
to no department of our public works, the road 
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agents not being inclined to consider them a part of 
the highways, whilst the selectmen are of the opinion 
that they are, so that during the year the board of 
health was obliged to formally condemn a portion 
of one sewer, to secure proper sanitary conditions 
for several houses in Winchester village. The board 
would recommend that the superintendence and care 
of all such sewers or drains as have been established 
by the town, either in whole or part, for sanitary pur- 
poses, be placed under the care of the board of health, 
and the expense account to be a charge upon the 
ordinary expense account of the town.
